LONDON—According to the European press the Montenegrin 
army has already been annihilated whilst Bulgaria and Servia 
As a matter of fact in spite of alarmist 
reports spread in every direction of accounts of battles probably 
barely skirmishes, peace has still been maintained for the pre- 
cipitate action of the tiny kingdom of Montenegro has not so 
far been followed by the Balkan states. Every hour which passes 
without a rupture makes peace more possible and gives the great 
powers time to complete negotiations. 

The confusion in Albania which those who do not understand 
the country have found so difficult to comprehend in the past is 
illustrated by the fact that the Muhammadan Albanians have of- 
fered to hold Montenegro in check without help from Turkey, 
and that Riza Bey, one of the leaders of the late Albanian rebel- 
lions, has effectetl a counter invasion of Montenegro at the head 
of a considerable Albanian force. 

The capture of Berane, if true, amounts to nothing at all. 
The chief Montenegrin force is apparently marching on Skutari 
where there is usually a garrison of some 10,000 Ottoman troops. 
Meanwhile Turkish reinforcements are being pushed up from the 
headquarters of the eighteenth division at Dihra.

BERLIN, Germany—Another record 
has been made in German aeronautics, 
and Count Zeppelin has enjoyed a re- 
newed triumph. The majestic dirigible 
Hansa, stationed at Hamburg, which did 
such good service during the naval ma- 
neuvers, ascended with 14 passengers 
and the usual crew, and, steered by the 
veteran count himself, crossed the Baltie 
to Copenhagen, a distance of nearly 140 
miles. 

There the airship landed, being received 
with the utmost enthusiasm everywhere, 
so much so that Count Zeppelin was 
compelled to make aq little speéch 
of thanks from the car. After a short 
stay, the dirigible rose again and sailed 
on to Malmo in Sweden. No landing ~

This phenomenon is not peculiar to the far east. It has been 
seen working in Persia, in the middle east, and in Turkey, in the 
near east. It was very noticeable in Morocco in the early days of 
ihe Spanish intervention; and it was a matter of something much 
more than common notoriety in the heat of the negotiations subse- 
quent to Agadir. For the first time, however, in the latest crisis in 
China, the power of the group has been challenged, and the majesty 
of the great powers has been defied in a way which would be quite 
impossible if there were not a, latent weakness in the methods 


employed to support it. 

What has excited considerable curiosity during the process of 
the loan negotiations with China has been why the great powers 
should have combined to insist that China should be compelled to 
borrow from one particular financial institution., China 1s a free 
country and has a right to borrow in the market which is most advan- 
tageous to her. If she finds a London group willing to lend to her, 
on the security she offers, it is difficult to see what claim the foreign 
affice has to interfere. If the foreign office considers that British 
shareholders are being misled it is open to it to warn them. It it 
believes that the-financial policy of the group 1s detrimental to the 
best interests of the state, it is open to it to request the group to 
withdraw. This is precisely what Sir 'sdward Grey has declined to 
do. What he has done has been to attempt to exert pressure on a 
free but, at the moment, a weak country.

any case, is a matter of secondary impor- 
tance. The question of real importance, and 
it is one that concerns many other ports in the United States, is 
whether municipal administration of the port is, or gives fair promise 
of being, successful. New Orleans has been in practical ownership 
of its port and its dock facilities for many years, but fora large part 
Of the time it was hampered by statutory restrictions ‘in the matter 
of obtaining proper revenues for their development, and for fully 
thirty-five years, or up to May, 1901, its harbor privileges were 
leased to private individuals and interests. Only since that time has 
its port commission been in any large measure free to carry on 
reforms and to carry out improvements. 

It is too soon even yet to say with any degree of confidence that 
the present method of administration will bring the best results. It 
can be said, however, that New Orleans has been made in these 
recent years a more inviting port for shipping, and that the maritime 
business of the city has greatly increased. Tolls upon vessels using 
the docks for a shorter or longer period have been greatly reduced. 
Facilities for loading and unloading vessels have been greatly 
increased. Modern improvements in the handling of freight have 
been introduced. Railroad connection with the docks has been estab- 
lished through a system of spurs and just at present a belt railroad 
system is being constructed that will encircle the entire city and bring 
all transportation lines into connection, thereby reducing the cost of 
transfer very considerably, 

[It has taken years and unremitting ‘effort to bring the docks 
under the present compact management.. Private individuals and 
interests have had to be fought off at every turn, in order to prevent 
the establishment of terminal monopolies. The one conspicuous fact 
in the situation at present is that the municipality, that 1s to say the 
people, of New Orleans have the destiny of the port-in their own 
hands. Within the last few days they have elected their first com- 
nlission government, and this goes far toward guaranteeing honest 
and efhcient administration of all local affairs.

and their achievements. On the esthetic 

side, creation of ephemeral but beautiful new cities, with attractive 

landscape and waterscape settings and vast buildings, audacious and 

brilliant in their architecture, has done much to raise popular taste. 

When these expositions also have had connected with them impor- 

tant conferences of savants, inventors, engineers and leaders in 

ethical and religious movements, gathered from all parts of the world, 

they have served large ends in the process of unifying the race. To 

underestimate the net influence for good of the typical “exposition” 

would be unfair and absurd. With all its defects it is a distinct 

liberalizing and informing agency, opening the eyes of men to knowl- 

edge hitherto unsuspected, and forcing upon them the fact that the 

world is large and that talent and character are not confined to any 
race. 

On the other hand, there are phases of exposition administration 
which experience has shown are by no means pleasant to think of as 
continuing forever. Tariff concessions as to admittance of goods, 
classification of exhibits, principles of award of prizes, selection of 
juries and protection of trade marks and copyrights—all these must 
be faced both by national officials and by managers whenever an 
exposition is to be carried through to success. Realizing the need of 
some systematic dealing with these larger phases of the matter, Ger-

the “what-not” and the steel engraving of “Washington Crossing the 
Delaware.” This is just the kind of atmosphere in which to turn 
over the pages of Burton Egbert Stevenson's volume, for while it 
contains chiefly verse of a later period, the author has been judicious 
enough, and good enough, to cull largely from the poets of the 
inahogany veneer, black walnut and family album periods. Thus 
there are selections from Browning, Campbell, Hood, Leigh Hunt, 
Keats, Moore, D. G. Rossetti, Scott, Shelley, Tennyson, Lowell, 
Emerson, Holmes, Longfellow and so on. Altogether, 1100 writers 
are represented in the anthology, and if the critics discover in the 
collection the inevitable omissions, there appears to be agreement as 
to the general completeness of the work. Such compilations have 
peculiar interest and value for the booklover who is looking at once 
to economy of time and space and to help in pressing moments of 
reference.

[f in smaller groups the suburban cities of Greater Boston learn 
to work together, the quicker will be their assent to the larger pro- 
gram; hence it is with satisfaction that the Monitor notes that the 
boards of trade of Everett, Malden and Medford have agreed to 
work together for development of the Mystic river basin as an arm 
of the harbor, which, if put in condition for accommodating freight- 
carrying craft, can be made to serve the business interests of the 
three cities.

This is a pointed statement. The great railroads of the country 
are entitled to public credit and public gratitude for refus.:ng to give 
either their terminals or their passenger coaches over to the advertis- 
ing exploiter. They do, indeed, as Mr. Tomkins says, form an hon- 
orable exception. As much cannot be said fof public bodies, many 
of which, either directly or indirectly, are parties to the imposition 
upon the public sight of advertising matter that if not altogether 
obnoxious is, at least, undesirable. The sale of advertising space 
by public service corporations of a certain class, for instance, is tol- 
erated notoriously. This advertising space has value simply because 
the patrons of the corporations cannot avoid reading the advertising 
it contains. In addition to paying ones fare-in a trolley car—which 
is all that is due the corporation rightfully—one must also contribute 
toward giving value to the advertising privileges it has at its dis- 
posal. The patronage of the corporation—the public—is not con- 
sulted in this matter at all. There are the advertisements; those who 
ride must read. 

Does not Dock Commissioner Tomkins take exactly the right 
view of the whole matter? Is not the sale of advertising space in 
public places and conveyances like “selling the eyes of the public’? 
Is it not making an instrument, a tool, of the public for purposes of 
advertising exploitation? One does not need to read the advertise- 
ments in newspaper or periodical, if one does not care to read them. 
One need not buy a newspaper or periodical if one does not care to 
buy it. One may throw a newspaper or periodical away if one dis- 
likes its contents, advertising or reading. But one is virtually forced 
to read the advertisements in public places and public conveyances, 
whether they be objectionable or unobjectionable. This is the wrong 
of it, and Dock Commissioner Tomkins has hit the nail on the head.

Both were Americans. Ihe English, apparently by common consent.
